The Hon. Thom as R ?in , ex-Congress­

THE VINE DISEASE. 


A n 
B e p o n o i l l “ ' L a w 
B x p e r l B m " * » * 
J . De Barth Shorb yesterday filed the 
following report with the Supervisors, in 
regard to the vine disease: 
G entlemen—I have the honor of sub­ 
m itting herewith, a report of Mr. Ethel - 
bert Dowlen on the result of our investi­ 
gation into the grapevine disease, and of 
the remedies used to check it. 
While 
our work and conclusions may not have 
reached the stage of mathematical cer­ 
tainty, they are so very clo6e to that 
Btage as to leave no doubt, in my mind, 
th a t we have solved the cauBe of the 
trouble, and also discovered at least one 
rem edy that will remcve it. 
Further 
study and experiments may enable us to 
find other remedies as efficacious as the 
one referred to in this report. To this 
end we will direct much of our future 
work and study, and will report from 
tim e to time any new discoveries of 
value that we may make. In practically 
applying thiB powder to my own and the 
San Gabriel Wine Company’s vinevards, 
I have used the ordinary sulphur bellows, 
fam iliar to all« 1 find that six pounds of 
th e powder, used with care, will cover 
about one acre of vines planted seven feet 
apart each way, and that a laborer can 
powder jierfectly about three acres daily, 
nor should he attem pt to do more. A 
close examination after treatm ent will 
disclose the facts that the powder has 
penetrated and filled up all the small in­ 
dentations and crevices of the spurs and 
stalk, likewise the spaces between the 
dry skins and the bark proper, and 
apparently into the cuticle itself. I think 
when the disease has badly invaded a 
vineyard, there should be two applica­ 
tions yearly, possibly three, to achieve 
th e greatest 
result. 
One application 
should be made before the vines are cut, 
one soon afterwards, and the third about 
th e middle of May, and, if after thiB 
tim e, ordinary mildew should set in, this 
powder may be used in place of the or­ 
dinary Bulphur. This course should be 
pursued from year to year, until every 
epore of the fungus is destroyed. The 
penetrating quality of the powder is due, 
prim arily, to its extrem e fineness, and to 
th e force of the bellows. W ith all due 
respect to the very able scientists in 
Europe and America who are advising 
th e application, in liquid form, of well- 
known fungicides, when 
needed, my 
own experience forceB me to entirely dis­ 
agree 
with 
them , 
and to strong­ 
ly 
urge 
the 
powder 
in 
place 
of liquid fungicides. 
I 
assert that 
no liquid, however carefully applied, will 
penetrate where line dust under the im­ 
pulse of a blast of air or ordinary wind 
w ill 
easily go. 
Every 
housekeeper 
knows, to her sorrow, that while ordin­ 
ary window fittings will 
successfully 
keep out rain, even in a driving storm, 
th e dust will enter into rooms and cover 
everything 
over through 
apertures. 
W ater faucets slightly out of repair will 
perm it the air to escape when the water 
from which it derives its force cau not. 
Besides this, it is much easier and more 
economical to apply a powder than a 
liquid to vines, it m atters not what 
means are used; and finally, and more 
im portant than all, in the form of powder 
th e fungicides are more lasting in their 
effects. As your Honorable Board ren­ 
dered me assistance in this investigation, 
1 have thought it right and proper that 
th e report should go to you at the same 
tim e it was forwarded to the State Board 
of Viticulture Commissioners. 
I have

ETUELIIKBT DOWLKN’b REPORT. 
Mr. Ethelbert Dowlen makes his re­ 
port to Mr. Short, introducing it by say­ 
ing, “ In view of the fact that disease has 
appeared on the vines, though only to a 
Bm.ill extent, it would be well to again 
call the attention of viueyardists to the 
necessity of taking measures to arrest the 
growth of the spores, which are still be­ 
ing produced in large quantities on the 
back of spurs and m ain stems, these 
spores having been found to be plentiful 
on the newly diseased leaves.” 
The report is as follows: 
During the 
past week a sharp lookout has been kept 
amongst the vines for the first signs of 
th e disease on the young canes. 
Up to 
th e present, only a comparatively small 
am ount of disease has appeared in the 
vineyard under notice. This satisfactory 
state of things is probably due to the 
fact that just as the vines were starting, 
they were freely dressed with a new m ix­ 
ture in the form of powder, which under 
certain conditions, evidently has the 
power of stopping the development of 
fungus spores. 
Home of the diseased 
leaves have been subm itted to examina­ 
tion, 
and 
in 
each 
instance 
they 
have proved to 
be 
well 
supplied 
w ith fungus spores, many of which have, 
begun to germinate, it being an easy 
m atter not only to distinguish the spores 
but also to detect the threads oi m y­ 
celium, even amongst the thick coating 
of hairs with which the new leaves are 
supplied. The sporeB are undoubtedly 
th e same as those found on the main 
stem s of the vines, there being at the 
present time a considerable quantity of 
such spores present on the spurs. Here 
it may be well to recapitulate what has 
been done since the beginning of the 
present investigation. 
At the 
com­ 
mencement it was an open question as 
to whether the trouble was due to (a) ab­ 
normal climatic conditions, (b) to some 
actual disease of the tissues of the vine, 
or (c) to some parasite, either animal or 
vegetable. 
The information collected 
has answered these questions more or 
less completely. It «s evident now that 
th e climatic conditions are not the cause, 
neither is there any evidence to support 
the theory of disease, whilst with respect 
to the parasite theory, there has not 
been found any trace whatever of animal 
parasites. There is thus only the vege­ 
table parasite left, and there is but little 
room to doubt Dut that a vegetable parasite 
in the shape of a microscopic fungus is 
a t the bottom of the present trouble. All 
through this investigation one particular 
fungUB has been m et with, especially on 
diseased vines. The more the vines are 
diseased the greater is the amount of 
fungus present, whilst on sound and 
healthy vines there is very little or none. 
The fungus growth was first noticed on 
the upper Bide of the canes of diseased 
vines in the shpe of brown patches im­ 
mediately nnder the cuticle. These have 
been watched up to present time and 
some of the forms of fructification have 
been found. Some of the forms are now 
to be found on the newly dieeased leaves. 
It was also found that canes which 
showed an extra abundance of fungus 
growth 
in 
almost 
all 
cases 
died 
Boon after the falling of the leaves, 
and these dead canes were found to 
have their tissues more or less invaded 
by fungus growth, which had evidently 
grown from the outside. 
This was also 
found to be the cuttings which had died 
after being placed in tbe ground. A 
similar state of things was found in 
some spores from growing vines which 
had been transferred to the experimen­ 
tal hothouse. Spores taken from dis­ 
eased canes have been found to germin­ 
ate readily when kept moistened with 
plain water, but in contact with the 
powder mentioned above they will not 
germinate. 
This fact possibly explains 


tbe failure, up to the present time, of 
attempts to produce the disease on 
healthy vines in the hothouse, and it 
al io is probably the reason why these 
vines 
ate 
so 
free 
from 
disease. 
About 
three 
weeks 
eince 
few 
spots 
of 
disease 
made 
uieir appearance on a Mission vine; also 
on two Grenache vines. 
Before and 
after the appearance of these spots there 
were some light attacks of mildew. To 
stop these, the mildewed vines were 
dressed more than once with the mixture 
mentioned above, and now the vines 
which showed the beginning of an at­ 
tack are apparently quite healthy, and 
vines which were known to be affected 
when transplanted have not shown the 
least sign of disease, but have made a 
strong and healthy growth. The powder 
used is composed of sulphur, lime, sul­ 
phate of copper, and the base of On- 
gerth’s fungicide, in the foilowing pro­ 
portions :

These ingredients are ground together 
to a fine powder, which can be applied 
best by bellows, care being taken that 
the powder is well blown into all parts 
of the vine. Those vineyardistB who 
have already used either of the mixtures 
mentioned in a former report, No. 20, 
supplem ental report, would find it ad­ 
vantageous to apply another dressing 
now, so as to destroy the new supply of 
spores which have been developed dur­ 
ing the last few weeks.

OUR MINING INDUSTRY.

E d it o r s H er a l d—Every day, whilst 
perusing the H e r a l d , L os Angeles’most 
reliable news journal, as well as other 
papers from different parts of the State, 
I see announcements of mining strikes 
in different portions of this, our sunset 
land, but nothing catches my eye from 
this, the most desolate, but yet the most 
prolific in mineral wealth of any portion 
of it. And, as I have not for some time 
imposed upon the attention of yonr 
many readers, I will beg leave to ask 
their consideration of a few things which 
have come under my own observation 
duriDg a late prospecting trip aronnd 
and about this, the Great Mojave desert. 
First of all I will speak of w hat is tran­ 
spiring near at home. 
Calico, with her 
many rich deposits of silver-bearing 
rock, with Daggett as her shipping point, 
is now reducing and putting in market 
more silver bullion than all of the rest 
of tüe silver producing camps in this 
State 
combined, 
the shipments at 
present 
averaging 
between 
$50,000 
and $60,000 worth of fine bullion per 
month, and were it not for the present 
low price of silver, more low grade ores 
could be worked with profit and the in­ 
crease would be at least one-third more. 
Kaolin—Some fine deposits of this val­ 
uable article have been discovered some 
three miles south of this place and sold 
to parties in San Diego, who have thor­ 
oughly tested it and pronounce it to be 
tbe best yet found in the United States 
for the manufacture of fine porcelain and 
other useful articles. 
Mr. J . B. Osborn, of this place, has 
about brought to completion his steam 
wagons, which when fioished.he intends 
putting to work between the railroad and 
the extensive lead and silver mines 
owned by himself and others at and near 
Resting Springs. 
The vast bodies of rich silver and lead— 
bearing carbonates, lately discovered in 
Old W oman’s Mountain, I 
had the 
pleasure of visiting during my late pros­ 
pecting trip to the eastern portion of this 
San Bernardino county last month, and 
I found that the reports made concerning 
them wore not in tbe least exaggerated 
and, I m ust say that, for the develop­ 
ments made, they 
far surpass in magni­ 
tude, any one body of a similar charac­ 
ter I have ever seen. 
The ledge in 
which these croppings are found can 
be easily traced, about eight miles run­ 
ning directly acroni from far down in the 
deeert plain on the northeast side of the 
m ountain, and about fifteen miles south­ 
westerly 
from 
Fenner 
Station, on 
the 
Atlantic 
and 
Pacific " Railway, 
until 
lost 
in 
the 
broken 
range 
which surrounds the 
most extensive 
deposits of pure rock salt in this country 
upon the southwest eide. These carbon­ 
ate ores are pronounced by experts to be 
of the best quality, containing but little 
of aDy rebellious or refractory matter. 
When I left the mines on the first day 
of the present month the Scanton Com­ 
pany were engaged sinking a perpendic­ 
ular shaft through their ledge, and were 
down thirty-five feet, all in ore, and no 
sign of a foot wall. Thompson & Co. 
had also run about thirty-five feet of a 
tunnel, and thirty feet of it is solid min­ 
eral, and no hanging wall yet. Tbe 
district was formed in February last, and 
named after the discoverer, Mr. Peter 
tícAnton, a miner of much experience, 
from Leadville, Colorado. Other com­ 
panies are about getting to work, and, as 
I expect to visit tbe locality again in a 
few days, should it be agreeable to you 
I will give some further items concern­ 
ing these and other mining localities 
upon my return. I shall not at present 
further 
intrude 
upon 
your 
col­ 
umns, 
but 
of 
one 
thing 
I 
can 
I can assure vou that everything I have 
told you can be verified. 
Danby Station 
is the nearest station to the mines, they 
being some fifteen miles distant in a 
southwesterly direction. 
These and all 
other mines being tributary and baying 
their BupplieB from merchants who pur­ 
chase in your city almost all of their 
produce should be a sufficient induce­ 
ment for some of your moneyed men to 
steal awhile away from the orange groves 
and vine-clad hills, and take a trip out 
upon this boundless plain, breathe the 
ozone of our pure air, lulled to sleep by 
a gentle Mojave zephyr, invest a few of 
their spare ducats in a good paying mine, 
look at our vast mineral recourses, and 
go back 
richer, wiser and healthier 
men. To invalids we would only say 
that this is the country. 
Medical men 
have to use the pick and hammer or 
starve to death.

T h i r k is a quite universal protest 
amongst the property-holders of Los 
Angeles against the inroad on the city 
treasury involved in the creation of 
Deputy Chief of Police. 
Chief Burns 
now has a secretary of his own at 
salary of $125 a month. 
In addition 
there is a Secretary to the Police, an 
entirely different official. 
He attends to 
the records and to the preparing of cases 
for the Police magistrates. 
Then there 
are three clerks in the Police Office, who 
take cognizance of the prisoners, take 
charge of their valuables, etc. 
Next 
comes the Captain of the Police. There 
is a conductor to the patrol wagon, and 
two other patrol wagon officials. There 
are now three Police Sergeants, with 
force of only ninety men, as against the 
two which were found sufficient when 
the force numbered one hundred officers.

It embraces just two thous­ 
and miles, of which the first four hund­ 
red are swamp, the next eight hundred 
wilderness, interspersed with rude Texau 
clearings, and the next seven hundred 
horrible desert. Then ia the traveler re­ 
warded with “ one hundred miles of ver 
d an t beauty,” and landed at his distin­ 
ction, if he has the good luck of Mr. 
Storey, only fifteen minutes

Angel , 
which the Spanish monks who colonized 
California founded 6arly in the last cen 
tury, was but a little village when it 
passed, about fortv years since, into the 
poesession of the United States. 
I a 1870 
it numbered 4,000 souls; it now claims a 
population of 86,000. 
Broad sidewalks, 
well-paved roads, and handsome shops 
and hotels, are the characteristics of its 
m ain streets, and here and them, stand 
ing back, the eye lights upon an orna­ 
m ental private villa. 
A row of fealhery 
pepper-trees laden with ruddy fruit (says 
M r. Storey) shades the Bidewalk; a close- 
cut cypreae hedge guards the trim lawn 
from tne street; evergreens and orange 
trees, rich with yellow fruit, attract the 
e je , and flowering shrubs tempt the 
sm ell; standard rosea and tall lilies 
bloom in full luxuriance; geraniums, 
canarient-is and 
w hite jasmine glorify 
th e porch, whilst tall, stately gum 
trees fill up the background of the pic­ 
ture. 
H undreds of such picturesque 
abodes, we are told, are scattered along 
the broad and stately avenues, which 
stretch out for miles in every direction 
o at of the town. 
W e are bidden to re­ 
member that this description was written 
on the fith of January, a day of brilliant 
sunshine, with a w arm , balmy breeze 
fanning tne cheeks. 
The inhabitants of 
th is Paradise do not, it appears, disdain 
the ways of earth. 
On tne contrary, in 
dodges of advertising, the Angelians 
beat the world.

The world is very much the worse for 
great deal of ignorant writing. 
We 
have a case in point which illustrates 
this fact in a very marked manner, and 
from an unexpected source. There lies 
before us a publication called Congress, 
“ a monthly journal devoted to the arts 
of civilization,” according to its own ac­ 
count of itself. It is the March number, 
and under the bead “ Wilmington” it 
contains the following rubbish : 
This is a village of Los Angeles county, 
situated on the Pacific ocean about 
twenty milea to the southward of the 
town of Los Angeles. Good, easv little 
hamlet, it didn’t even know it had a har­ 
bor until aome genius with a real “ loaves 
and fishes” eye suggested its improve­ 
ment. Temptation was too much for 
Wilmington ; and lo! here she is with a 
modest request for $28,000 as an annual 
instalment of the $260,000 which, it is 
claimed, will eventually be required! 
This little place has the vast popula­ 
tion of 942. The depth of water in its 
soi disant harbor reached the unfathomed 
abyss ifo n r foot. 
But the tocsin was 
sounded ; the henchmen flew to the res­ 
cue, and a depth of ten feet was dredged 
out between the customary two jetties. 
To be sure, it appears that the sand 
dredged out inside has provokinglv re­ 
turned and deposited itself just outside 
the jetties; hut th a t’s a mere incident, 
bless you! WV11 take a little quarter of a 
million more and remove that san d ; and 
the morning ttars ehall once more sing 
together and all the sons of improve­ 
ment shall shout for joy. 
In the foregoing there is an entire ignor­ 
ing of the fact that Wilmington is the port 
for a city of eighty-five thousand people, 
of a county which probably contains one 
hundred and sixty thousand souls, of a 
region several 
times larger than the 
whole of New England, and that it is the 
Pacific Coast end of the shortest liue 
across the continent from tide-water to 
tide-water within the territory of the 
United States. It would be too much to 
expect that this sham statistical journal 
should have the most distant knowledge 
of 
what 
it 
is 
talking 
about. 
Large steamers have pulled up against 
the wharf at San Pedro, discharging pas­ 
sengers and freight, and the depth of 
water on the bar at mean low tide is 
about fourteen feet. 
The government 
improvements under way there were re­ 
commended by such engineers of the 
United 8tates Army as the late Gen. 
Alexander and Colonel Mendell. The 
progrese of the work has been repeat­ 
edly investigated by the most distin 
guished public men in the United States, 
and they have in every caee expressed 
themselves as 
gratified at the great 
benefits to the commerce of the country 
that have 
already accrued from the 
expenditures of the government money. 
Although the population of Wilmington 
is not large, an enormous maritime busi­ 
ness is done there, second, in fact, only 
to that of the port of San Francisco on 
the Pacific Coast. The managers of the 
Southern Pacific Railway are so well sat 
isfied with the special capacities of the 
harbor for a great transcontinental busi­ 
ness that they are preparing to spend 
several millions of dollars there on a pier 
and mole. 
“ Congrees,” if it had any 
desire to be fair, or to know what it is 
talking about, 
might 
have learned 
these facts very easily. 
It preferred, 
however, to be flippant and ignorant. 
It epeaks of an application to Congress 
for half a million dollars while, as a 
m atter of fact, that body, at its last ses­ 
sion, on the earnest recommendation of 
Senators Stanford and Hearet and the 
California delegation in the House of 
Representatives, actually appropriated 
half a million dollars to continue the 
good work already 
partially 
accom 
plished. 
If the rest of this journal’s out­ 
givings corresponds to its senseless re­ 
marks about Wilmington it is a precious 
boon to its subscribers.

In the first place, he was 
not on duty at the time, but was merely 
wandering about in Chinatown as a pri­ 
vate citizen. The first he knew of the 
raid, he heard a police whistle and ran 
in the direction of the soand. 
Smith 
and Bosqui had about fifteen of the Chi­ 
namen in a room and a number of them 
were escaping. 
The Constable then 
called upon Hinckle to assist him to pre­

from

away. 
Hinckle held the door eliut while the 
players were fastened together by the 
pigtails. 
Then, at the continued in­ 
sistence of the constable, he accompanied 
the party to the jail. 
Constable Smith says that he called on 
Hinckle as he would on any citizen, and 
as the law allows him to do. If Hinckle 
h B d refused to help he would be liable to 
a fine or imprisonment, according to the 
Penal Code, Section 150. There has al­ 
ways existed perfect good feeling be­ 
tween the constables and police and they 
have not hesitated to assist one another 
iu making arrests, especially when there 
is any trouble.

The procession will 
be accompanied by twenty or thirty re­ 
porters on ponies. 
United States Com­ 
missioner Bensell has allowed two men 
to construct bridges at Salt creek and 
Cbillicothe creek and charge the boomers 
25 cents to cross. The old ferryboat on 
Salt Fork, which lay idle for years, will 
be brought into service. 
W e l l in g t o n , Kas., 
April 18.—The 
stream of prairie 
schooners 
moving 
southward uas not dim inished. 
The 
streeta of the city aro filled with boomers 
and they continue to pour in from the 
northeast and west, frequently from six 
to twelve wagons and teams being in­ 
cluded in ono outfit. 
Such an emigra­ 
tion was never before witnessed in this 
section. Old settlers familiar jvith the 
Cimarron river, which all settlers enter­ 
ing Oklahoma from the northwest must 
cross, say that its waters are very high 
and it is as much asa m an’s life is worth 
to cross it in its swollen condition. Its 
bad is composed in a large part of shift­ 
ing quicksands, and where a safe cros­ 
sing can be made to-day, to-morrow, in 
all probability, at the same place, it 
would be death to attem pt. Many par­ 
ties who intended to go from here with 
teams will go by rail, being fearful of 
serious accidents in fording this river. 
W a sh in g t o n , April 18.—It is very ap­ 
parent here that the officers of the army 
arc filled with the liveliest apprehension 
regarding the opening of Oklahoma. 
The Secretary of War has authorized the 
statement that the Government is fully 
aware of the situation, and haa arranged 
to take all proper steps to prevent 
trouble. It íb known that the subject has 
formed the main topie of discussion at 
recent Cabinet meetings, and that the 
Attorney-General has been called upon 
to decide the question as tc the authority 
of the War 
Department to

in 
c*se of strife, bloodshed or violence iu 
the newly-opened country. 
Instructions 
were sent to the commander of the 
troops 
in 
Oklahoma 
as 
to 
the 
rcBult of the opinion rendered 
by the Attorney-General. They were ex­ 
tremely guarded, but they are under­ 
stood to airect the army officers to assist 
iu the maintenance of the law, and to 
carefully observe the regulations defin­ 
ing tboir authority, and leave arrests for 
violations of the law to the Marshals. 
The President might, iu casa of seriouB 
disturbance, declare martial law over the 
Territory, but this could not be done io 
advance of a breach of the peace, and 
the machinery of the Government would, 
it is feared, be too slow fn moving to 
meet any great emergency which moy 
arise. The only army regulation on the 
subject provides for the interference by 
troops in an emergency, only in case of 
interruption to the carriage of the mail 
or assault upon United States property, 
bat, under a somewhat strained construc­ 
tion, it may form a reason to be assigned 
for the use of troops to prevent of re­ 
strain rioting or bloodshed in the Terri­ 
tory. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 18.—Commissioner 
Mason of the Internal Revenue has de­ 
cided, under the recent act of Congress 
and the recent proclamation of the Presi­ 
dent, in relation to Oklahoma, that it 
ceases to be “ Indian country,” and that 
special tax stamps may be sold to whole­

most neighborly feeling e x iE ts and each 
renders the other all the assistance 
possible. 
Captain 
Hays, who has kept the 
boomers at bay, says he never saw a 
more orderly set of men. 
He fully ex­ 
pected to see an element that would 
cause trouble. 
The 
Indian 
Mission 
School, half a mile from Ponca trail, 
came in a body to witness the start, and 
men and women on horseback, from 
Arkunsas City, galloped along the line of 
wagons and waved their handkerchiefs 
to the line of farmers. 
Prospectors, merchants, 
townsifers, 
bankers and speculators will take the 
train on Monday. 
Wagons from the 
north continue to pour íd , b ut in no 
such numbers as were witnessed during 
the last three days. 
Portions of a wagon 
passed under the temporary bridge over 
Salt Creek Fork this morning, and the 
siij position is that one family of boomers 
has been lost in the stream. 
I t is re­ 
ported that two persons were drowned 


C a l d w e l l , Kansas, April 18 —At 10 
o’clock this morning a start across the 
Cherokee was made by the boomers en­

NATIONAL FR U IT PROSPECTS. 


T lic ¡tin llg n E ffect of ib r In tcretal 
C om m erce Act on C a lifo rn ia . 
Sr. Louis, April 18.—The Republic will 
print to-morrow a report giving the fruit 
and vegetable prospects c f the whole 
country. The reports have all been 
written during the present m onth by the 
best informed parties in their respective 
States. The peach crop is expected to be 
the largest ever grown, the peach buds 
being alive at this time in every State in 
the Union, and the season being now so 
far advanced that the crop is assured in 
the West and South, and, although it is 
too early to safely predict a full yjeld in 
the East, a good crop is expected. The 
crop 
of 
apples 
will 
be 
much 
smaller than that of last year, this 
being an “ off year” 
for the crop 
at many of the big shipping points. 
The strawberry crop ia notnearly up 
to the average, yet it ia much larger than 
that of 1888, which was the lightest in 
many years. 
The pear crop will aver­ 
age light, through its great enemy, the 
“ blight.” 
The grape crop in the west 
and south has been favored with such 
mild winter that but little injury has 
been inflicted, aDd a yield nearly double 
that of last year is looked for. 
The gen 
eral vegetable crop, which is attracting 
more of the attention pf labor and inves­ 
tors generally, especially throughout the 
Southern States, is reported fully up to 
the average. 
Florida is now the most formidable 
rival 
of 
all 
the 
Southern 
S1 
as 
a 
shipprr 
of 
early fruits and 
vegetables, getting into every market 
east and west b«fore any other State by 
several weeks. Her orange crop promises 
to be larger than th at of last year, the 
heaviest on record. 
California, it seems, is drying and 
evaporating her fruits to a much greater 
extent since the Inter-State Commerce 
law raised the rates to distant markets, 
yet the almost unprecedented low prices 
prevailing for dried 
and 
evaporated 
fruits now and for months past will dis­ 
courage operators and reduce the amount 
of fruit bo saved largely in all the States.

P h i l a d e l p h i a , April 18.—The Enquirer 
will 
publish, 
to-morrow, 
interviews 
which it has collected with prominent 
politicians of the Southern States in an­ 
swer to the questions, “ W hat is the 
Southern question ?” and “ How should 
it be met to produce the greatest good to 
the South?” The responses nearly all 
evoke the Bame sentiment, th at the race 
problem is the great oce to bo solved, 
and that the South should be allowed to 
manage her own affairs, without inter­ 
ference. 
Among the most prominent gentlemen 
from whom replies were received are 
Governor Richardson, of South Caro­ 
lina. 
Governor 
Lee, 
of 
Virginia, 
Governor 
Buckner, 
of 
Kentucky, 
Attorney - General 
Miller, 
of 
Mis­ 
sissippi, 
and 
Lieutenant - Governor 
Mauldin, of South Carolina. The tenor 
of their replies is contained mainly in 
that of Governor Richardson, who says: 
“ The Southern question 
íb the race 
problem—Shall the African or the Cau­ 
casian predominate? The solution is in 
the strict avoidance by the general gov­ 
ernm ent of any distinctively Southern 
policy, and in leaving to the States them ­ 
selves the management of their own do­ 
mestic affairs.” 
Governor Buckner, of Kentucky, pro­ 
tested that there is no southern question. 
Such unpatriotic, sectional ^ agitation, 
whether originating in the North or the 
South, should not bo encouraged, and the 
injury resulting from such 
agitation 
would be reduced to a minimum if the 
people of each State would continue to 
attend to their own affairs, and unite in 
supporting the general government in its 
just exercise of all ite legitimate powers. 
Attorney-General Miller, oi 
Missis­ 
sippi, said that the contrast between the 
Degro and white governments had been 
so decidedly in favor of the latter that 
the whito people are determined there 
shall be no return to the former. 
In­ 
deed, a military despotism would be pre­ 
ferred. 
W hen inter-State judgment, in 
stead of passion and prejudice, shall con­ 
trol the Southern negro, then the whole 
question will bs solved. 
Lieutenant-Governor Mauldin of South 
Carolina save the Federal Government 
can help the South by appointing to of­ 
fice men of character and capacity, by 
dealing generously in the m atter of inter­ 
national improvement, and by refunding 
tne cotton tax. 
“ In other words,” says 
he, “ let the South alone.”

R e p o r te o f E n g in e e r s o n t b e F e a s i­ 
b i l i t y o f a H o a d . 
The Committee on Commerce of the 
Cham ber of Commerce, met yesterday 
afternoon. The following letter from C. 
F. Smurr 
to Secretary Higgins was 
read : 


D e a r S i r — Referring to the joint inter­ 
view with yonr good eelfand Mr. Taylor, 
a -few days ago, relative to rates from 
Liverpool to Los Angeles or 8an F ran ­ 
cisco, since then I have conversed with 
General Freight Agent Gray on the sub­ 
ject of these west bound European rates. 
We do not seem to be able to harmonize 
with the impression Mr. Taylor has re­ 
ceived regarding the tariff referred to. 
th e best rate we know of on dry goods 
from Liverpool to San Francisco or Ix>h 
Angeles is 100 shillings. 
Enclosed find 
two copies each of current Liverpool 
tariffs and Havre tariffs. 
As far as the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany are concerned you t an rely on thiB, 
that we are prepared to join the in same 
rates on Los Angeles business as we do 
on San Francisco business, and will use 
onr best endeovors with the Harrison 
line to bring about as favorable ratea for 
Loe Angeles business as for San Francis­ 
co business. 
Will you kindly have Mr. Taylor pro­ 
vide ub with some detailed information ; 
that is, names of the parties with whom 
he discussed the m atter of dry goods 
rates to San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
and who gave him 75 shilling quotation 
to San Francisco, and 400 shillings to Los 
Angeles. 
We will, on receipt of this in­ 
formation, take tbe m atter np with the 
teamship line and try to straighten it 
oat and have it so understood th a t in 
future there will be no question as to 
what ratea are proper to be applied on 
either point.

The following is the report of the com­ 
mittee on the feasibility of building a 
railroad through the Sierra Madre Moun­ 
tains : 


G e n t l e m e n —Your Committee on Com­ 
merce herewith subm it to you informa­ 
tion received as to the feasibility of mak 
ing a railroad through the Sierra Madre 
mountains, north of Los Yngeles city. 
The reported grade to Cajon Pass is 152 
feet to the mile in grade, while the pro­ 
posed route through the Arroyo Seco is 
only 130 feet to the mile at the heaviest 
grade, with much shorter distance. In 
case the local authorities of Los Angeles 
and Pasadena would subsidize a company 
to construct this line, your committee 
believe that at least three main systeniB 
of transcontinental lines would build to 
a connection with this ninety-seven miles 
of railroad, and that euch ninety-seven 
miles of road would, for its stockholders, 
be a paying investment, and of immense 
advantage to the city of Los Angeles. 
We herewith subm it communications 
received from Mr. Fred Eaton and Thos. 
J. Rask, C. E ., the latter of w hich, ac­ 
companied by a general map, is specially 
worthy of study. 
Your committee urge 
as the most important work to be done 
for this city that a local company be 
organized to bnild a competing line to 
the Pacific Ocean, near W ilmington, and 
establish depot grounds at Los Angeles 
for general terminal facilities for use at 
reasonable rental in common by any and 
all railroads hereafter reaching L ob An­ 
geles city.

D e a r S i b — Your favor of the 25th insfc. 
came to hand this dato. 
I have never 
explored the Sierra Madre MouDtains 
sufficiently to give an opinion as to the 
m ost feasible railroad route between the 
points you mention. 
But I have looked 
into the Arroyo Seco ronte, and am as­ 
sured by Mr.’Rusk, who went over the 
ground carefully, that it is practicable to 
build a road by way ofche Arroyo Seco, 
Tejunga, Aliso Cafion, and reaching the 
desert near the mcuth o! Little Rock 
creek. 
A tunnel between tbe Arroyo 
Seco and Tejunga will be required, 
aud possibly one at the divide betweon 
Tejunga and Aliso Cafion. Mr. Husk's 
estimate of the former was 400 feet, and 
of tbe latter 1,600 feet. 
Tbe maximum 
estimate grade was 130 feet per mile. 
Tbe route is the most direct approach 
from the Northwest, though I am satis­ 
fied it will prove more expensive to con­ 
struct over than either the Soledad or 
Cajon. 
Pasadena is more interested in 
getting a road by way of this route than 
Los Angeles is, and wonld subsidize any 
road that would build that way.

D e a r S i b —Referring to your favor of 
tbe 25th inst., with regard to informa­ 
tion as to the feasibility of constructing a 
railroad through the Sierra M adre moun­ 
tains from Los Angeles to the Mojave 
desert, between Cajon Pass and Soledad 
cafion, it ailords me great pleasure in 
giving you all the information 1 have o q 
this subject. 
Having made careful examination in 
person of all the mountain paeees and 
cafions between the San Gabriel valley 
and the Me j ave deeert, and from Cajon 
Pasa to the Soledad cafion, in order to find 
a route for a transcontinental road which 
can be advantageously operated in com 
petition with existing roads and a short 
line to the gold, silver, iron and coal fields 
of Nevada which would insare cheap 
transportation of raw material necessary 
for a manufacturing town, which Los 
Angeles undoubtedly will be in the near 
future, and assuming that for any kind of 
manufacturing establishment cheap fuel 
is tne most important factor, and being 
assured that it can be imported and sold 
for about half the present price, it can 
readily be understood what beneficial 
effects this new and short line will have 
upon the creation of new manufactories 
of all kinds. 
The chief requisites in 
selecting any im portant railroad line is 
a thorough understanding of the economic 
questions as to what a railroad should be 
from a business point of view, and the 
relative importance of commercial ex­ 
cellence. 
Having had in view these car­ 
dinal principles, which alone should gov­ 
ern and control enterprises of this n a­ 
ture, I made an examination of the dif­ 
ferent routes, and can 
unhesitatingly 
recommend the one as hereafter de­ 
scribed. 
Between Los Angeles and Pasadena a 
good route can be obtained without diffi­ 
culty, as the topographical features of 
the country perm its of a good alignment 
and easy grades and curvatures, while 
between Pasadena and the Mojave Desert 
difficulties of a more serious character 
were encountered, which coold only be 
overcome by a thorough examination of 
the San Gabriel River Cafion, Rio Seco 
Cafion, the Tejunga Valley, the Big and 
Little Rock creek Cafions and the Aliao 
Cafion. The most feasible ronte seems 
to be from Pasadena to La Cafiada; 
thence along tbe western slopes of Arroyo 
Seco Cafion to the headwaters of the 
north fork of the sam e; thence up the 


Tejunga V alley; thence up the north fork 
of the same to the divide between this 
and Alfso Cafion ; thence along the east­ 
ern slopes of said cafion to the foothills 
south of Mojave Desert, where the line 
would cross Lit Me Rock creek ; thence in 
a nearly staight line to Harper Station in 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, and 
those to connect with a road to be built 
from Millford, on the Utah Central Rail­ 
road. 
A railroad built by this route will com­ 
pare favorably with the existing roads as 
to grades, curvature and length, and will 
in no place be exposed to washouts, nor 
will it require expensive bridges. 
The estimated cost of the projected 
road, forty-seven miles, with depots, 
machine shops, roundhouses and a com­ 
plete equipment of rolling stock for pass­ 
enger and freight traffic is $ 3 ,5 0 0 ,0 0 0 .

About three weeks later, the facta prov­ 
ing his innocence came out, and it was 
supposed by the uninitiated that he 
would be immediately freed. 
He is still 
bard at work breaking rock and likely to 
remain so for some tim e. Some time 
last fall a Chinaman was held up and 
robbed by a man who the police be­ 
lieved from the description was Matt 
Sullivan. H e was arrested and tried be 
fore Judge Cheney on a charge of rob­ 
bery. 
Oi course, he protested his inno­ 
cence, but at! the culprits who appear in 
court do that. 
He even attempted to 
prove an alibi, but this is also re­ 
garded as a very thin dodge. 
The 
O' inaman wan sure he was the robber, 
all the circumstantial evidence pointed 
straight to him and a jury of his peers 
decided that he was guilty. 
Ail this ought to have beeu enough to 
sa'i fy even Matt Sullivan himself, but it 
failed to do so. After his conviction, 
when the Deputy Sheri fl, who was tak­ 
ing him North, asked him in all frank­ 
ness to own up and confess that he 
robbed the Chinaman, he was still ob­ 
stinately determined not to acknowledge 
his guilt. 
And the friends that he had 
made duriDg his long stay in jail while 
awaiting trial, all declared that he had 
protested his innocence to them. 
Read­ 
ers of the H k r a i . d will remember the 
daring work done last fall by a gang of 
four highwaymen, headed by George 
Kirby. It here occurred to the police to 
connect this gang with the robbery of the 
Chinaman, yet it was Kirby and Ger­ 
main who did the work. Just beiore 
Kirby was taken North, after he had re­ 
ceived his sentence, he confessed to the 
crime and declared that the man who 
waR now 
suffering punishment was 
entirely innocent. 
Like the members of 
the vigilance committee who went to the 
widow of the man they had hung by 
mistake and admitted that the laugh was 
on them, the District Attorney came for­ 
ward bravely and agreed to do bis best 
to get poor Sullivan oat of jiil. The 
shortest way was to appeal to the Gov­ 
ernor, who, when be should hear the 
facts of the case, would undoubtedly 
pardon the man without delay. 
Accordingly Judge Cheney, 
before 
whom the unfortunate Sullivan had been 
tried, and District Attorney Kelly in­ 
dicted a joint letter to Governor Water­ 
man, setting forth the way in which jus­ 
tice had looked at Matt Sullivan out of 
the blind eye, and how it was necessary 
that the proverbial “ executive clem­ 
ency” should be brought to Dear in the 
case.
